Forum offers war insights

At a forum which offered professors and mem- 
bers of the campus community an opportunity to 
discuss Persian Gulf war issues, one speaker told 
the audience Islam is not a “fanatical” religion. 

Members of Forum on the Middle East, a two- 
week-old organization, said they wanted to offer 
insights and analyses on the causes and effects 
of the war in the Persian Gulf to a create a better 
understanding. 

Speaking about the “Sensitivity to Religious 
Complexities,” religious studies professor Ben 
Hubbard emphasized the background of the Is- 
lamic religion. 

Hubbard explained that “jihad” did not mean 
holy war. Jihad means “striving,” he said. The 

“greater” jihad means striving for spiritual perfec- 
tion, and the “lesser” jihad means¢striving to

“He told me the piano would 
bean instrument I would not 
have to buy.

“Drought” is a rather nasty sounding 
term that implies a lack of water. When 
someone says, “We are having a drought,” 


_water supply isstarting torunshort... -. 

The problem witha drought i is that you 
‘generally can’t make it rain, since it would _ 
be impractical to have 8 million people 
perform a rain dance. Thus, the only answer 
to the water problem is conservation, a 
practice that was illegal when Reagan was 
governor. 

Sprinklers are great, but they require too 
much water, precisely what we don’t have.
